French correspondents assert that Mr. Llosd George and Signor 
Nitti sought to invite the German Goreroment to participate in the 
San Remo Conference in the person of the Chancellor himself. They 
declare thar Mr. Lioyd Gearge deferred to M. Millerand’s opposition 
but has been endeavouring since, with fertility of invention. to 
achieve the same end by other means.
